A complete new rode of regulation* 
governing the dairy business In BrltlaR 
Columbia I* brought Into etect by an 
order-ln-eonndl promulgated at th* 
Parliament DiHMIng* to-day. This or¬ 
der Inaugurates rule* for the handling 
of milk under the Milk Art amend¬ 
ment* passed by the Legislature at Ita 
1837 session. 

TO ENFORCE SANITATION 
The new regulations, already famil¬ 
iar to dairymen, are designed to put 
the xnilk business on a basis of scien¬ 
tific sanitation. They prescribe th* 
type of barnt which may be used for 
dairy cattle and the conditions at 
cleanliness which must be maintained 
in them. They cover the utensils used 
In conveying milk and forbid milking 
by persona wearing unclean clothing- 
inspection of milk costs through th* 
tuberculin test at least once a year 1 * 
made compulsory. Provision must b* 
made on milk wagons to protact tyllk 
from dust, rain and sun. 

CONDITIONS WI ND 
These regulations have been familial 
to dairymen tot a year, and their actual 
Inauguration by order-ln-councll was 
delayed during this period so that tM

it is hoped that the people of Victoria will respond 
m the most practical manner. An energetic commit¬ 
tee has been formed and plans already are well ad¬ 
vanced; but a successful cangseign depend* entirely 
upon the sort of co-operation the organization will get. 

By this time it should be. obvious to most people 
that if they ate really desiroua of developing public 
opinion to the point where it will impress govern¬ 
ments end force them to abandon war as “an instru¬ 
ment of national policy.” they must furnish the League 
of Nations with ell the authority to which it is en¬ 
titled. Every citizen m Canada can do his and her 
part by joining a local branch of.the Society; and 
whenQhqy have become members they should regard 
it as their duty to think continually in terms of peace 
not to regard war as inevitable. 

If any arguments are needed to persuade the 
people of this community that the League of Nations 
ought to be assured of their support, they may be 
found in e brochure just made public in Peris by 
a League of Nations conwnittee entrusted with the 
task of ascertaining just what the last war really cost 
in human lives and treasure. It puts the former at 
37.000,000 and the latter at $362,500,000,000. 
end explains the toll of life this way: Killed in the 
war, 10,135,000; births diminished, due to hostili¬ 
ties. 20.850,000; and mortality increased by 
6,018,000. This brief suaanery is based upon sta¬ 
tistics gathered from official source* in all the belliger¬ 
ent countries. 

When it is borne in mind that the war budgets 
of all the belligerent nations for the year* 1926 end 
1927 amounted to only $3,500,000,000, or one- 
hundredth pert of the war expenditures, it is easier 
to understand the enormous waste of treasure. Add 
to this the undisputed fact that in the final analysis 
nobody really woo the war, that the supposedly vic¬ 
torious nations had to go to the assistance of the 
vanquished nations in self-defence, from both politi¬ 
cal and economic standpoints, and still more impos¬ 
ing arguments m favor of peace stand out clearly. 

It should be remembered, too, that war rarely 
settlea anything. It is the moat futile and brutal 
method of dealing with international differences. Join 
the League of Nations Society and. through it, as¬ 
sist the cause of permanent peace.

IN VANCOUVER THE OTHER DAY 

S thirty-seven and a half feet of frontage on Gran¬ 
ville Street was purchased for $200,000 cash. Four 
years ago the same piece changed hands at about 
$125,000. In other words, the value very nearly 
doubled itself. 

The ordinary mortal who buys a piece of land 
usually gets a fair-sized portion for a few hundred 
dollars. He seldom has to reckon it out at so much 
per front or back foot. Sixty by something nearly 
always does duty for the description of size. But 
the small taxpayer nevertheless has an interest in such 
deals a* the one to which we have referred. A 
transaction of that kind naturally involves mature 
consideration and a careful appraisement of valises. 
There is nothing of the excitement of a boom about 
it. In this fact lies a special significance. It indi¬ 
cates that conditions in the city—which invariably 
reflect conditions throughout the Province as a whole 
—are in a satisfactory" state when the Value of pro¬ 
perty of the description referred to practically doubles 
itself in four years. 

. For the last four or five-year*, of course, con¬ 
ditions in all parts of British Columbia have been 
improving steadily. There has been nothing spec¬ 
tacular about it. no rush to peak values and the in¬ 
evitable slump. Victoria has experienced this highly 
satisfactory progress. We have gone ahead in all 
directions. Home building activity, bank clearings, 
and an employment situation which has not bgen 
better for year*, furnish the evidence. 

Incidentally, this evidence, obvious as it is in all 
the cities and towns of the Province, is in direct con¬ 
trast with the statements of certain politicians who 
lose no opportunity of describing conditions in British 
Columbia as if we were facing calamity. Even these, 
however, who are merely pessimists for political pDf*- 
poses, are finding it increasingly embarrassing to fly 
in the face of hard fact.
